GREENWICH councillors 

unanimously agreed a £48. 6m cut 
to the council’s budget, whilst also 
freezing Council Tax rates for the 
third year in a row. 

The cuts will be made without closing 
libraries or leisure centres, or children’s 
centres said council leader Chris Roberts 
at the meeting on March 2 at Woolwich 
Town Hall. 

Cllr Roberts added that government 
policy had put pressure on housing, police 
and unemployment borough-wide. 

Opposition councillors largely agreed 
with the decisions on the reductions that 
were made. 

Cllr Roberts told GT: “In spite of these 
severe cuts this budget has aimed to 
protect front-line services, minimise job 
losses and shield the vulnerable within our 
community.” 

He added: “There is still reason to look to 
the future with hope and excitement here 
in Greenwich, not least as 2012 approaches 
seeing us host Olympic and Paralympic 
events and becoming a Royal Borough.” 

And he stressed: “We will see major 
regeneration projects come to fruition in 
the borough and more new homes built. 
It is a testament to our strong financial 
record that this is achievable within the 
current severe economic constraints. 

“This has been a painful experience but 
one we aim to emerge from still strong 
here in Greenwich.”

Gas from waste ground takes over from diesel

WHICHEVER way you look 
at it, it’s a gas, gas, gas! 

Greenwich Council is aiming 
to make its transport fleet 
environmentally friendly 
by switching from diesel to 
biomethane gas - and two gas- 
operated vehicles have just 
started to trial the new fuel. 

The gas has the added benefit 
of being collected from a 
landfill site within the UK and 
transported to Greenwich for 
use in a refuse collection vehicle 


and a passenger services coach 
across the borough. 

Biomethane is a gas created 
during the breakdown of 
organic material such as waste 
and, when used as a fuel in a 
vehicle’s engine, offers great 
green benefits over the diesel 
currently being. 

The first UK bus to be powered 
by duel-fuel diesel-biomethane, 
in East Anglia, was found to 
reduce pollutant emissions and 
green house gas discharges by 
approximately a half. 

The trial will operate over 


a 12-month period and, if 
successful, a longer term 
strategy for using this 
technology may be adopted in 
the borough. 

Greening the fleet has been 
a long term objective of 
Greenwich Council. 

The project is a step towards 
the council using cleaner 
renewable energy fuels and 
more low carbon vehicles. 

Cllr Rajwant Sidhu, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
Greener Greenwich, told GT: 
“This is a very exciting project 


and a vital step forward for the 
Greenwich environment. 

“Using biomethane gas to 
replace diesel will help to lower 
emissions from Greenwich 
Council’s operations and, 
should the trial be successful, 
a longer term strategy for 
using this technology may be 
adopted.” 

After the trial, a project 
evaluation will calculate 
cost savings from using the 
green fuel and will also look 
at the environmental benefits 
achieved.

Pupils learn ABC of recycling at new ‘green’ school

THE 3 Rs will take on a new meaning 
for pupils who moved into a brand 
new ‘green’ school last week. 

The new building at St Mary Magdalene 
CofE school has been built to the highest 
environmentally-friendly standards 
demonstrating how easy it is to re-use, 
reduce and recycle. 

The new school is designed to maximise 
energy savings. Sustainable technologies 
include high levels of insulation to reduce 
heat loss, controllable openings to ensure 
comfortable conditions all year round 
and minimal energy use, green roofs and 
the re-use of water supplies. An on-site 
wind turbine and solar panels on the 
roof will generate electricity. The outdoor 
play and learning area - built on two 
levels - includes a small sensory garden 
to encourage biodiversity. 

The four-storey school in Kingsman 
Street, Woolwich, is generations away 
from the original school building, which 
dated back to 1877 and was demolished in 
October 2009. 

The building work was funded through 
a £9.9 million government grant following 
a bid by Greenwich Council and the 
Southwark Diocesan Board 
of Education. 

Since it closed the 210 
pupils, aged three to 11, 
and 15 nursery children 
were taught in temporary 
classrooms on the Shooters 
Hill Post 16 campus. 

They are now back 
in a school twice as big 
which includes a nursery, 
a school kitchen, a main 
hall, offices, and infant 
and junior classrooms. 

It means the school will 
now be able to take a two-form entry 
offering 60 places each year instead of 30. 

Headteacher Claire Harrison told GT: 
“It’s a great honour and privilege for 
all of us to be moving into this fantastic 



new building, and we 
are delighted that the 
children of Woolwich 
will be able to enjoy 
its benefits for years to 
come.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
children and young 
people, said: “This is 
an exciting new era 
for St Mary Magdalene 
and its pupils, parents 
and staff. This fully-modern school is an 
excellent investment in our children’s 
future that meets the extra demand for 
places while creating a superb learning 
environment.”

Smart way to go green 


AS petrol prices go through the roof, 
one Greenwich Council team is getting 
up to 80 miles a gallon as they drive 
around the borough to help their 
clients. 

The 20-strong Greenwich Telecare 
team provide a 24/7 support service for 
around 6,000 vulnerable people living 
in their own homes. 

The service is now using fuel-efficient 
Smart cars, which means huge savings 
in fuel as well as environmental 
benefits. Once the engine has warmed 
up, the car is designed to cut out when 
queuing or at traffic lights. It then 
restarts itself automatically once the 
foot is taken off the brakes. 

Two of the special vehicles are now 
part of the Telecare pool of cars based 
at Riverside House East, near the 
Woolwich Ferry. Since arriving in 
January, each car has done 1,000 miles 
covering all parts of the borough. 

“It means that our Telecare people can 
now travel to call-outs in vehicles that 
are more sustainable,” said Cllr Peter

Kotz, the council’s cabinet member for 
adults and older people. 

“The vehicles are extremely light and 
with the stop-start technology they are 
very economical to run. They also take 
up far less parking space, and can get 
into spaces that most vehicles could 
not.”

GALLIONS Housing Association 
replies: In 2000 Gallions 
Housing Association took 
over ownership of the 
properties and public areas 
that were previously owned 
by Thamesmead Town Ltd 
which included sewers, roads, 
estate lighting, lakes, canals, 
green spaces and parks as 
part of the transfer. 

The estate service charge 
covers the costs of managing 
these public services and 
is legally recoverable 
from residents - including 
freeholders. 

Although residents pay 
council tax and some may 
assume that this covers the 
upkeep of all parks and other 
public areas in Thamesmead, 
this is not the case. 

We have to manage these 
areas as part of our business 
with no extra funding from 
government bodies. We are 
always actively looking at 
ways to reduce costs for 
the public areas but some 
costs are unavoidable due 
to the nature and age of the 
facilities.

On course 

Dry run event for Olympic equestrian arena

LOCAL people will get a taste of 2012 
Olympic competition when the pen- 
tathlon world championships take 
place in Greenwich this summer. 

The World Cup final of the Modern Pen- 
tathlon takes place in Greenwich Park on 
July 9 and 10. The two-day event is also 
a qualifying round for the 2012 Olympics 
and will see 35 male and 35 female pen- 
tathletes, who are all current medal-hold- 
ers, compete in riding contests as part of 
a five-sport competition. 

The equestrian event is part of a week- 
long dummy run for organisers to test out 
the Greenwich Park arena and see how 
plans for the site work out in practice, so 
that any potential snags can be ironed out 
well in advance of the go-live day. 

Thousands of free tickets are being 
made available to ensure there is a sizable 
crowd to make the test run as realistic as 
possible. Organiser LOCOG, the London 
Organising Committee for the Olympic 
Games, is working with Greenwich 
Council to distribute tickets to local 
people, children and riding enthusiasts. 

Details of ticket allocation will be 
announced in GT over the coming weeks. 
It means local residents will get a chance 
to see a major Olympic sporting event a 
whole year before the ‘real thing’. 

Greenwich Council leader, Cllr Chris 
Roberts, told GT: “The test week is a 
great opportunity for local people to get 
a flavour of what we can expect in 2012.” 


With just a year to go before the eyes of 
the world are turned on London for the 
2012 Games, LOCOG have also unveiled 
further details of the measures they are 
taking to protect historic Greenwich 
Park. 

There was some opposition to the 
plans when it was announced that the 
Royal park was to be one of the Olympic 
venues, hosting the Equestrian and 
Modern Pentathlon events. But LOCOG 
have revealed that a new method of 
preparing the course will keep disruption 
to a minimum. 

Instead of allowing horses to be ridden 


on the existing turf in front of the Queen’s 
House in the park, the equestrian arena 
will be built using a specially-raised 
platform made of steel and timber. 
Measuring 80 by 70 metres, the raised 
area will then be covered with sand for 
the horses and their riders to compete, 
avoiding potential damage to the ground. 

LOCOG have also said only eight of 
the park’s trees will require more than 
minor pruning for the events to go ahead, 
and no branches of more than 150mm in 
diameter will need to be trimmed.

Residents launch green masterplan 


EXCITING developments are 
taking place on Woolwich’s 
Barnfield Estate to make it a 
greener place to live. 

People have come together 
in an open spaces forum to 
share their ideas and form 
a master plan for the estate. 
Ideas include improving 
the estate’s play area and 
other communal areas, and 
encouraging people to grow 
fruit and vegetables. 

It’s all part of Well London, 
a three-year project sponsored 
by the Big Lottery that works 
with local people to transform 
their environment and health. 


Training sessions have already 
been held with members of the 
Friends of Barnfield residents 
committee. Working with 
them to help raise funds for 
the project is Groundwork, 
part of Well London, which is 
carrying out the open spaces 
work. The Friends have now 
secured additional funds from 
Marks & Spencer, Greenwich 
Council and the Naked Heart 
Foundation. 

A new community 
gardening group has also 
been launched, and a range 
of community events are 
planned to launch the new 


landscape improvements 
based on play, outdoor fitness 
and community gardening. 

“The estate’s new open space 
play area is due to open in 
July, and we are also trying 
to develop a vegetable garden 
with raised beds and fruit 
trees,” said Karen Huggins, 
from the Friends. 

“The garden group is called 
the Buds of Barnfield and 
we are hoping to get more 
residents involved and 
working on the gardens. We 
also arranged a woodworking 
session when a lecturer 
from Greenwich Community 


College showed us how to use 
tools and make a raised bed.” 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for Greener 
Greenwich, said: “The 
Barnfield community has lots 
of green open space and it is 
very important that residents 
connect and interact with 
their environment.” 

He added: “The new 
Barnfield play area will be 
ready by the end of July and 
we will see the community 
grow from strength to 
strength in a renewed sense 
of pride in their community.”

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University of GREENwich!

RIDING a bike to boil a kettle 
had its place alongside organic 
apples and cheese at the 
University of Greenwich’s Green 
Week across its three campuses. 

Initiatives encouraging 

staff and students to be more 
environmentally friendly were part 
of the sustainability fair that ran 
throughout the week. 

The university worked closely 
with Greenwich Council and local 
businesses on talks, competitions 
and refreshments to get the messages 
across. 

Samples of organic local apples, 
cakes and cheeses, as well the chance 
to meet the university’s beekeeper 
and having bikes serviced by Dr Bike, 
were just some of the choices on offer 
at the Greenwich Campus. 

The university’s School of 
Engineering had several projects 
on show to demonstrate the 
energy needed to power household 
appliances. 

Visitors at the Greenwich fair were 
challenged to ride a bike for long 
enough to boil a kettle. The school’s 
Tony Dodson said: “Human beings 
can’t create enough useful energy on 
their own. We need machines, which 
bring their own consequences in 
terms of carbon and waste.” 

At the Greenwich and Avery Hill 
campuses, staff and students were 
given maps for safer cycling routes.

Greenwich Local Labour and Business is signing up 
recruits for employment at the 2012 Olympic Games

JOBSEEKERS who want to work at 
the London 2012 Olympic Games can 
now register their interest. 

The recruitment service provider for 
the Games, has a wide selection of jobs 
on offer, from catering and cleaning to 
customer services and technical posts. 

Screening for the first jobs is now taking 
place, and Greenwich residents can apply 
for the positions through Greenwich 
Local Labour and Business. 

A 26-year-old from Plumstead did just 
that, and has snapped up an opportunity 
of Olympian proportions after he 
registered with GLLaB last year. 

Nzuzi ‘Junior’ Manduakila - who went 
to Crown Woods School in Eltham, 
has landed a six months’ temporary 
position as the borough’s Community 
Liaison Officer for LOCOG - the London 
Organising Committee for the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games 2012. It’s all 
thanks to GLLaB, the Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business scheme, whose 
main office is in Woolwich. 

GT caught up with the busy link- 
man close to LOCOG Headquarters in 
Churchill Place in the Canary Wharf 
business district. 

Nzuzi, who commutes on the Docklands 
Light Railway (DLR) from his Plumstead 
home, is doing a 30-hour week. 

He is liaising with the local community 

- who are bursting with questions about 
the forthcoming ‘Greatest Show on Earth’ 

- and also with scores of new colleagues 
in LOCOG’s communications and public 
affairs team. 

The former Greenwich Community 
College and University of Greenwich 
student, who has NVQs in everything 
from Catering to Information Advice and 
Guidance, has just designed the white 
and blue and pink and blue posters going 
up in Greenwich Park, giving the latest 
updates on preparatory work for the 
Olympic fixtures there. 

And that is within just over three weeks 
of taking up the work-placement!

He told us: “I ‘knew of’ GLLaB from years 
ago, but then I decided last November to 
register with them.” 

Previously, Nzuzi had been working 


as a training and jobs advisor, but that 
particular scheme had come to an end. 

He said: “After I called into the GLLaB 
offices, my advisor, Alison, kept in regular 
contact with me, and then, just before 
Christmas, I was off to the interview, 
visiting Canary Wharf for the very first 
time. 

“I heard I’d got the placement in the 
New Year and I started at LOCOG on 
January 31.” 

By February 3, Nzuzi was on the official 
tour of the Olympic Park in Stratford, 
East London, familiarising himself with 
the lay-out - and his feet haven’t touched 
the ground since then! 

Highlights of his first month have 
included liaising with the general public 
during the Chinese New Year celebrations 
in Leicester Square and attending a 
London Olympics “stakeholders” meeting 
10 days ago at LOCOG HQ, alongside both 
the Leader and the Chief Executive of 
Greenwich Council. 

Keen footballer Nzuzi, who plays for 
Kent League premier division side Erith 
Town FC, said: “I wasn’t in front of the 
television when the news first came 
through that London had been selected 
as the 2012 Olympic-city. I was excited 
when I heard, but I didn’t feel that sense 
of ‘connection’ until now. 

“Having an opportunity to be a part 
of the actual organisation sends chills 
through my spine!” 

Nzuzi is hoping to liaise with a whole 
range of individuals, community groups 
and schools across the borough in the 
run-up to this summer’s Olympic “test- 
events”. 

He said: “I’ve hit the ground running 
on this placement. During the course 
of any day, my tasks can go in various 
directions and take all different shapes!”

Take a hike - it’s walking month 


NATIONAL WALKING MONTH 
comes striding into view this 
May, when Living Streets and 
Walk England join forces to 
encourage people to get out 
more.

Going for a stroll is the 
one of the cheapest and most 
effective forms of exercise, and 
walking for half an hour each 
morning can transform fitness, 
reduce stress and anxiety, and 
even improve concentration.

The developer hopes it is the 
latest of a number of visionary 
developments it will deliver in 
the Borough, in a relationship 
that stretches back more than 
two decades and which has 
resulted in a total investment of 
over £65 million. 

Devonport House 

Cathedral Group acquired Devonport 
House in 2001 and embarked on a 
major restoration and refurbishment 
project, which saw the hotel and 
conference centre reopen in 2003. 
Operated on Cathedrals behalf by 
De Vere Venues, Devonport House 
generates approximately £40m of 
socio-economic value for the town 
centre each year and provides many 
local jobs. A £300,000 restoration of 
the lawns to Devonport House has 
recently been completed, honouring 
a personal pledge made by Cathedral 
Group CEO Richard Upton to the 
late John McWilliam OBE, the 
former Deputy Vice Chancellor 
of Greenwich University. It was 
Johns wish to see public access to 
Devonport, the Old Royal Naval 
College and the rest of the World 
Heritage site improved. 


Cathedral Group’s CEO 
Richard Upton explains, 
“You can’t generate a 
sense of excitement about 
regeneration by shutting 
out the community with 
a big hoarding around a 
site until you are ready to 
start building. By opening 
the site up and creating 
something new and 
exciting there, our aim is 
to create a sense of place 
and change before the first 
brick is laid.” 

The restoration means that visitors 
can now walk from King William 
Walk to the National Maritime 
Museum, as he envisioned. 

A Commitment to Public Art 

Many Greenwich residents will 
remember the weird and wonderful 
sculpture that appeared in the 
courtyard of Devonport House 
in 2004. ‘The Throne of Earthly 
Kings is a stunning piece of public 
art by French artist Francois 
Hameury, installed by Cathedral 
to commemorate the restoration of 
Devonport House, which included 
the provision of student housing 
units for the University of Greenwich. 
The installation of ‘The Throne of 
Earthly Kings was part of Cathedrals 
ongoing commitment to the arts and 
in particular the provision of public 
art alongside regeneration. 




Down the Creek 

An action-packed day is planned on March 
12th at Cathedrals development site just 
off Deptford High Street. From Saturday, 
12th March, the developer will be talking 
to local people and getting their views on 
what is being put forward for the future 
regeneration of the site. To make it just 
a little bit more exciting, Cathedral has 
laid on special events celebrating the rich 
diversity of Deptford. All this and more 
will be happening on the site, which has 
been home to the kooky train-carriage- 
come- cafe installed which was gifted from 
Cathedral to Deptford on Valentines Day 
in 2008. Last summer, the site also played 
host to a series of ‘silent cinema screenings 
- part of Cathedral’s efforts to engage 
with local people and get them involved 
in the areas regeneration. The cinema was 
enjoyed by many members of the local 
community and as a result of this we will 
be hosting similar events this year. Check 
the website www.thedeptfordproject.com 
for more information. 

Coronet Conservation 

Cathedral Group was granted planning 
consent in 2009 to carry out a sensitive 
restoration and refurbishment of the Well 
Hall Coronet Cinema in Eltham which 
is a Listed Building. The plans include 
providing 63 residential units, a restaurant 
and a 60-seat auditorium for community 
use which it is hoped could double-up 
as an art-house cinema for local people 
on weekend evenings. The proposals also 
include the redevelopment of the integral 
neighbouring shops and a new Tesco 
convenience store opening in late Spring 
2011. The final phase, the redevelopment 
of the Grade II listed frontage will be 
completed by the end of this year.

The council has just pubished 
its Climate Change Strategy which 
sets out a range of measures 
and recommendations designed 
to reduced the borough’s carbon 
footprint and to enable the borough 
to cope with the consequences of 
change that is already occurring. 
The strategy includes plans 
to reduce the council’s carbon 
emissions and proposals to 
encourage residents to reduce 
their greenhouse gas emissions. 

It also looks at how changes 


to behaviour, technology and 
policy can contribute to lowering 
emissions. 

The strategy details actions 
which may be taken in terms of 
new and existing developments, 
waste disposal, biodiversity, 
energy supply and transport.

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

k N and looks a 

◄ bit like Jerry 

Springer. He’s 
appeared on 

the same stage as Michael 
McIntyre. He once had a 
fishing show. On paper 
there’s not a lot to laugh 
about for comedian Mike 
Wilmot. 

But it’s not all bad - on the 
plus side for the man from 
Toronto he’s no relation to 
Gary Wilmot, and he’s bessie 
mates with Rich Hall, one of 
the most original funny men 
since Bill Hicks. 

It was with Hall that Wilmot 
first appeared on our screens, 
when the pair wrote and 
starred in Rich Hall’s Fishing 
Show in 2003. Shot on Loch 
Ness and other remote 
locations it was an offbeat 
look at life through the eyes 
of two very unsuccessful 
anglers. 

“I don’t think we ever caught 
anything,” Wilmot jokes.‘‘We 
would have filmed it if we did! 
Basically we were untangling 
line for two weeks. 

“Fishing is basically drinking 
in a boat”, he adds - “I think 
you bring the rods to throw 
the cops off!” 

Comedy and fishing are 
perhaps not such strange 
bedfellows: both are pastimes 
undertaken by often unhappy 
loners - usually drunk - and 
both are essentially activities 
for self-reflective grumps 
waiting for something to 
happen. 

“The series worked out 
quite well,” the comedian 
says. “It ended up with us 
just shooting the breeze, 
and being periodically being 
interrupted by a fish.” 

The cult series included 
special guests - Paul Daniels 
predictably popped up, as did 
fellow aging fame-hounds, 
John McCririck and Uri 
Geller. 

More surprising additions 
included Germaine Greer and 
the late Anita Roddick. 

There were a few people that 
Wilmot admits he would 
have liked to have on the 
show. But, he jokingly adds, 
his wish list has more to do 


with the fact there would 
have been no one around to 
witness his ‘interviews’... 

“I would have loved to have 
been alone on that boat with 
Justin Bieber, Celine Dion, 
and Bryan Adams,” he quips 
in his deep, whisky drawl. 
They are all Canadians, I 
observantly point out. 

“Yes,” he says, “that’s from 
us by way of apology to 
you in Britain.” 

There are sketchy plans 
for the pair to revisit the 
fishing show, but before 
then the pair have teamed 
up once again for the 
Laughing Boy Comedy Club 
at the Indigo2 on March 19. 
“I’m not sure whether we 
will be on stage together 
or whether we will do 
separate slots on the 
night,” Mike says, 

“We’ll do it on the fly. 

“What’s my act? Oh 
jeez... I’ve never been 
quite sure - it’s a 
grown-up show, I’ve 
always considered myself 
a nightclub entertainer 
- get in there, get out, and 
leave people wondering. It’s 
autobiographical, I guess.” 
Indeed, much of Mike’s 
material come from his home 
life, the kind of observations 
that he hopes the audience 
will relate to. 

“I’m just trying to work out 
my own relationship and just 
confess - and if I get applause 
I know I’m not a freak. If they 
laugh I think, ‘thank god it’s 
not just me!”’ 

He’s an old hand on the UK 
circuit, having first played 
the Edinburgh Fringe in 1995. 
Has there ever been complete 
silence after a punch line 
which has made him think, 
‘Actually, maybe I am a 
freak’? 

“On open mics and the Old 
Rope here in London the 
number of times it turned 
out to be just me would be 
uncountable,” he says - “But 
that’s all part of the process. 
“Nowadays I rehearse it all 
on friends and family first - 
whether they like it or not. I’ll 
run a joke into the ground if I 
have to.”

0 WHEN I was nine and “apple” 
was an apple, I used to love 
the mass singing lesson after 
assembly on Friday mornings 
and sang at the top of my voice, fully 
aware already how it was helping to 
develop my outgoing personality. 

Until the music teacher, Mrs Stewart, 
suddenly stopped Miss Newman at the 
piano, frowned darkly and went along 
the rows of children until she yanked 
me by the ear and forced me to sit 
behind the piano, thus drowning me out. 
Mrs Stewart said I was tone deaf and 
behind the piano was the best place 
for me. This, I hasten to add, was at 
school in a neighbouring borough, but 
it all came flooding back the moment 
the wonderful harmonies of Drive Ride 
Walk started gliding across Greenwich 
Theatre last week. 

Filament Theatre’s a cappella world 
premiere tells the story of three 
different journeys through London - 
a newly qualified driver taking four 
friends on a tour of the congestion zone, 
a cyclist whose brief encounter with a 
pedestrian offers a fleeting glimpse of 
romance, and the commuters whose 
daily routine is disrupted when one of 
them changes direction. The hustle and 
bustle of daily life is expertly evoked 
by the physical performances, each of 
the actors perfectly in tune with one 
another. There is subtle humour, plenty 
of ‘I do that too’ winks and nudges for 
the audience, as well as a healthy dose 
of poignancy as the busy day draws to 
a close. 

And to this still tone deaf ear the 
beauty was both inspiring and strangely 
chastening. Instead of the rebellious 
rage from the late Fifties, I suddenly 
felt sorry for my music teacher Mrs 
Stewart. 

It is amazing how the nine predominant 
voices stay in synch - let alone in tune. 

I did wonder, though, how Filament 
might tackle a more serious subject 
- say, Mandela - and more than once 
I could imagine the singers doing 
wonderful things with Frank Zappa’s 
We’re Only In It For The Money. That’s 
where you drove me, Mrs Stewart.

Charlton 1 Tranmere 1

IN keeping with the 
symmetry of Charlton’s 
record since Chris Powell 
took over as manager - four 
consecutive wins followed 
by four consecutive losses 
- this dreary draw stuck 
out like a hitchhiker’s 
thumb. 

Its only virtue, from 
Charlton’s point of view, was 
in the stopping of the losing 


rot. But it did little for their 
promotion prospects. 

Hovering nervously above 
the relegation quicksand, 
pragmatic Tranmere made 
no attempt to disguise their 
intentions. Piling nine 
players behind the ball, with 
Enoch Showunmi left upheld 
for nuisance value, they came 
to spoil and frustrate. 

Their blatant timewasting 
was almost cheerfully 
unapologetic, their obvious 
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pleasure in driving another 
healthy crowd to mouth- 
frothing resentment bordering 
on sadistic. They summoned 
up just two on-target efforts, 
scoring from the first of them. 
But they deserved their point, 
which tells us a bit about 
Charlton’s limitations. 

It helps a negative side like 
Tranmere, of course, if they can 
grab the occasional goal. That 
stiffens the sinews, squares the 
shoulders, gives you even more 
appetite for the fight. 

So, after 24 forgettable 
minutes, when the Addicks 
gave them a helping hand with 
one of their regular lapses in 
concentration, they gratefully 
made the most of it. 

Right back Simon Francis’ 
short pass inside to Jose 
Semedo was alertly intercepted 
by Zoumana Bakayogo, whose 
quick, incisive pass sent 
Showunmi bearing down on 
an exposed Rob Elliot. Ignoring 
desperate appeals for offside, 
the big striker slotted carefully 
past the advancing goalkeeper 
to give Rovers all the incentive 
they needed to twist their 
defensive tourniquet even 
tighter. 

Not that the Addicks made 
much of a fist of loosening 
the visitors’ iron grip. They 
completed the first half with 
only Scott Wagstaff’s tame 
shot at Tony Warner of note 
and might have fallen further 
behind but for Elliot’s fine save 
from John Welsh’s long-range 
snapshot. They also lost injury- 
prone Elliot at the interval, 


with Ross Worner completing 
a trouble-free second half as a 
virtual spectator. 

Seven minutes after 
resumption, however, the 
Merseysiders committed 

the one cardinal error to be 
avoided, at all costs, by soul- 
destroying sides. It just doesn’t 
pay to concede free kicks in 
dangerous shooting range 
because all your bloody-minded 
determination is at risk from a 
single accurate strike. 

That’s how it turned out as 
Welsh’s foul on Therry Racon 
was punished by Miguel Llera’s 
low drive through a crowded 
area into the bottom left corner. 

Llera’s valuable equaliser 
crowned a performance 
designed to remind Powell that 
he has been, for some time, an 
underrated asset. Saddled with 
an unfair reputation for errors 
- he made a second half howler 
here which was redeemed 
by Semedo’s customary 
vigilance - he is clearly worth a 
starting assignment alongside 
Christian Dailly. 

He defends spiritedly, is 
committed to the cause and 
has a claim to be considered 
the best passer of the ball in 
the side. Those long, diagonal 
balls from that educated left 
foot are a particular treat for 
right wingers. Factor in his 
goalscoring threat and surely 
he picks himself. 

Their tails up, meanwhile, 
the Addicks sought a winner. 
Rovers’ growing anxiety was 
betrayed by Warner’s petulant 
kick on Bradley Wright- 


Phillips, for which he was 
meaninglessly booked by a 
referee no more than six yards 
distant. 

You’d be forgiven for believing 
that his indiscretion warranted 
dismissal, but there you go. 
All the pressure produced 
little, with Dailly glancing 
Alan McCormack’s free kick 
narrowly wide and Mark 
McChrystal heading clear 
Wagstaff’s deflected cross from 
under the crossbar. 

When substitute Nathan 
Eccleston failed to make 
contact with Francis’ 
dangerously dipping centre 
in a crowded goalmouth, 
Charlton were running out of 
time, if not effort. Passionate 
penalty appeals for handling 
and a particularly flagrant tug 
on Paul Benson’s shirt were 
imperiously waved aside by Mr. 
Coote, a man clearly prepared 
to lay down his whistle in 
the cause of equality for all - 
“Balders” to his many friends.
